So this year’s crew left a lot to be desired in listener 
contact, nor did they produce a farewell program. 


I think that what happened last Saturday was a somewhat bored 
operator, who decided to turn it on and put out a pre-recorded 
program. I heard it for only 10 minutes, closing at 1555. We'll have 
to be attentive on Wednesday, since I imagine this far into December 
they will be packing their bags to return to Argentine mainland. 


We hope that next year the four women taking over the station will be 
more dedicated to their work.

Alan Holder, Isle of 
Wight says Cairo was on air in English Dec 3-4-5 with great variations

9899.58v, Dec 7 at 2106, no signal from R. Cairo into 
UTwente, again today like yesterday. Tho English starts at 2115, it’s 
normally been on air by 2100 if active. I don’t check again later, but 
Richard Langley, NB, reports, *’Just a weakish carrier today (7 
December) on 9899.6 + kHz when checked using the U. Twente SDR at 
about 2145 UT with no detectable modulation. Glenn: AMSync does lock 
in if you key in 9899.6 kHz rather than 9900 kHz -- Richard Langley’ °

*xx ETHIOPIA [and non]. 15155-15160-15165, Dec 7 at 1527, DRM-like 
noise, but nonesuch scheduled; QRM from an AM understation JBA. Or 
vice versa! That's Dimtse Woyane, 15-16 via FRANCE in TIGrinya, one of 
the clandestines which did not make it into last year’s WRTH 2021 with 
only two others under Ethiopia, and two under Eritrea. There should be 
a lot more in the 2022. 


I first noticed the edge of this on 15170 checking for Kashmir non. 
The “DRM is obviously jamming by Ethiopia. Via Carlow, Eire, SDR I 
try 15160 in DRM. Nothing decodes. 15160 direct at 1554 bears some 
weak music with not much jamming. It’s questionable how effective this 
Djamming could be in Ethiopia, if transmitted from there, due to skip 
zone. Could this be contracted out to some other country at a 
favorable one-hop skip distance? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

whether Kashmir Civitas be still on air after four weeks absence since 
last heard Nov 9 after 1600.

*x KOREA SOUTH [and non]. 9100, Dec 3 at 2322, VP signal with noise 
like jamming, presumed Echo of Hope, which Ron Howard reported as of 
this Monday Nov 29 at 0851 was on 9100 rather than alts 9095 or 9105. 
I often detect one of them or another at various dayparts (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x NEWFOUNDLAND [and non]. 2598-USB, Dec 4 at 0758-0759* UT, Canadian 
Coast Guard roboYL mentioning the RCMP and pandemic: not exactly 
marine weather but no doubt important info, about port access? 
DXinfocentre.com shows, of the rotating stations on this frequency, 
this first broadcast of the day from *0737 is from VCP-4, Placentia, 3 
kW. 


2749-USB, Dec 4 at 0800, JBA weaker than 2598, sounds like French 
intonation. Listed as VCO Sydney NS, only 550 watts from 0740, 
bilingual. 


There are further-flung CCG stations in/around Iqaluit on 2514, 2582 


which I never hear in the nightmiddle since times are 1410, 1705 and 
2235 for both with season ending Dec 25 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x NORTH AMERICA. 6925.0 AM at S4-S7; and 6919.9 AM at S3-S4, Dec 3 at 
2354, once again on the pirate band I am getting nothing but these two 
weak signals with rock. What are they saying in HFU?

Madrid; then Justin mispronounces Omicron as ‘‘omnicron’* -- this 
happens a lot tho there is no such word. BIW, the first o is 
*““short’*, not °“‘long’*; that is why Greek has a separate Omega, which 


is long. Interview is by Gil Carbajal: does that mean a dredge from 
the archive or is he currently there? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x TURKEY. 5960, Dec 3 at 2320, VOT is S8/S9+10 into my bigrig but 
just barely modulated, so on that defective transmitter today. By 2350 
Turkish music is still undermod S9/S7. Back at 2300 I could not hear 
it at all on the portable. Something's always erroneous at Emirler 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 5960, Mon Dec 6 at 2314, VOT English is S9+30 into UTwente, 
and VG modulation except for lite humbuzz, and a bit of CCI, Chinese?

In fact, 
EiBi shows that PBS Xinjiang, Urumqi, East Turkistan, land of 
imperialist ChiCom genocide against Uyghurs and other Moslems, does 
start at the odd time of *2310 on 5960. After music break, another 
feature starts at 2318, something about science fixion novels, but by 
the YL announcer with very heavy accent, and I give up trying to 
follow her.

*x*x US A [and non]. Colin Newell - Victoria - B.C. CANADA - says, ‘‘As 
a journalist I need to ask --- the tough questions: 


“Can someone who has been in the hobby consistently for decades 


explain to me why Glenn Hauser has such seething contempt for R. 
Habana Cuba in general and for Arnie Coro in particular? 


Admittedly, RHC's technical and operational competence has room for 
improvement and I get that people might not like the country's 
government but there must be something else going on here. For 
example, was there some public insult at a convention years ago or 
maybe one of them ran off with the other one's wife or does GH have 
personal connections with the Cuban expat community?” ** 


Here is my reply: 


““Nothing so personal. Altho in US terms I am leftist, I am also 
anti-communist wherever it exist. Communism gives (democratic) 
Socialism a bad name, especially for those who can't tell the 
difference. 


Cuba jams my program - even if inadvertently since it’s on WRMI 9955 
which at xsome other timesx does carry exile programming. I have much 
more right to complain than others in the DX community who are not in 
such a position. 


RHC*s own operations are beyond incompetent, and they also impact 
other SW stations. Why should I not call them out whenever they screw 
up? As I do some other stations. 


Arnie is or was frequency manager for RHC, so naturally any failures 
there would be his. 


I used to exclaim, ‘Tnx a lot, Arnie!’ whenever complaining about 
jamming. When it became clear that he is ill, I stopped doing this. As 
for Arnie & jamming, a subject he avoided on his show, but one time 
went so far as to justify jamming Radio Marti, since it broadcast 
instruxions on how to build bombs or carry out ‘terrorist’ acts. I 
rather doubt that, but who knows? 


Of course, jamming policy is probably above Arnie’s pay grade and we 
can hardly expect him to oppose it, whatever his true feelings may be. 
He is however, proud of his role in establishing RHC soon after The 
Revolution. 


Cuba blames USA for its problems, of course never conceding that it is 
their own rotten government. This hardly makes friends over here. RHC 
toes the propaganda lines, so is beneath contempt as a source of true 
info about Cuba. 


I have no connexions with the exile community, but I do see some

11935, Dec 6 at 1548, S1-S3 in unknown language but the 
strongest extracontinental signal on band. Aoki shows Vatican Radio in 
Amharic at 1530, switching at 1600-1700 to Madagascar in 
Swahili/Somali/English, back to CVA 1700-1800 in French, Tigrinya 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA MW carrier search, Dec 4 at 0407: 
531, 558-2, 576, 612, 639, 657, 684-2, 711, 747, 774-2, 837-2, 882-2, 
945, 1098, 1134-2, 1215 kHz. As usual, not much heard higher, partly 
due to greater adjacent QRM level, but I keep going and hear another 
at 1656+ kHz. 


If nominal 1656, it’s noticeably off-frequency. But there is no 
official X-band TA. However that area is packed with Euro pirates, 
hundreds of them logged by Carlos Gongalves in Portugal, most of them 


unID --- but his latest list shows some on 1655 and 1660, not 1656. So 
my carrier may be something local or at least not TA (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 830v, Dec 4 at 0426 UT, WCCO has a LAH - low audible 
heterodyne, guesstimate ~25 Hz, but I can’t decide on which side. 
Anyhow, mwoffsets does not show anything likely that far off (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 1470, Dec 4 at 1540 UT, Mexmx dominates. If 2021-2022 
NRC AM Log format info still be correct, only two possibilities: KWSL 
Sioux City IA 2.3 kW, and further KMNQ, Brooklyn Park MN, 5 kW. Nearby 
on 1500 I am getting sportstalk like nearby KSTP (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 1470, Dec 6 for several minutes before and after 0700 
UT, again I'm seeking the Mexmx, this time not only on the E-W 
longwire, but on the rotatable DX-398 to try to DF it --- but no sign 
of anything dominant nor any such non-English programming. Either very 
different propagation conditions, or what I heard was an anomalous 
transmission. Both the IA and MN SS stations are supposedly direxional 
northward both day and night, altho with very minor southward lobes at 
night; and a lot more night power from MN than IA.

Non-direxional 
day and night; per WRTH 2021, °°10/5 kW, RCN/Uniradio 14-70, (x. CRI 
12h)** which I guess means relays China Radio International, 12 hours 
per day? Is that still the case, in English? 


The 2021-2022 IRCA Mexican Log does not mention CRI and shows 1470 
XERCN format as Talk/Catholic - not music (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 2097.3 CW, Dec 2 at 0644 UT, single-letter beacon A is 
JBA if one sit patiently on 2097-USB for at least 10 seconds. 


4095.65 CW, Dec 2 at 0645, DW IDs amid sweepups from the Desert 
Whooper beacon. There used to be another one just above 4102 with ID 
as W but have not been detecting it (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 10860, Dec 2 at 1525, JBA music, the only WOOB audible, 
none in the 11s, 12s, 13s or 14s, and suspected of CNR1 jamming but 
unlisted as such in Aoki or EiBi. At 1535, another JBA carrier on 
8880, the latter also unlisted and gone without preamps or with 


attenuation, so presumably a local mix (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
